Indianapolis, Aug. 3. — The Indiana 
Anti-Saloon League and the Indiana 
Association of Brewers have both been 
study ing the reports of the hoard of 
state charities for 1910 and 1908 as 
concerns the reports from counties as 
to the num ber of persons placed in 
county jails on charges of intoxication. 
In 1908 the county option law did not 
become effective until the latter part 
of September, and 
in 1910 all but 
twenty -two counties in the state were 
without saloons, either through the 
operation of the county option law’ or 
through the Moore rem onstrance law. 
Both the league and the brew ers’ as­ 
sociation have found data in support 
of their respective sides in the contro­ 
versy . 
The state board’s statistics show 
that in all the counties in the state, 
13,5 96 persons were placed in the jails 
and the Marion county workhouse for 
intoxication in the y ear ending Sept 
30, 1908 . 
In the y ear ending Sept. 30, 
1910, there were 12,96 1 persons so 
placed, a decrease of 6 35 for the entire 
state. 
These do not include seven 
counties failing to report either one or 
both y ears.

A unique order for printing has just 
been giv en to the Pennsy lv ania state 
printer by A. Nev in Pomeroy , state 
superintendent of public printing, and 
It illustrates the div ersity of popula­ 
tion of Pennsy lv ania’s mining regions. 
In order that miners In ev ery section 
of the great bituminous coal fields of 
the state may be made familiar with 
the prov isions of the “ soft coal code” 
passed by the recent legislature ar 
rangement was made for the issuance 
of 100,000 copies of the act soon after 
it W’as approv ed.

sw er s struck me as being the most 
droll things I had ever heard, and I 
started to laugh boisterously like a 
drunken sailor in a low taproom. 
“Crazy,”

ill the horrible possibilities of a loss 
mentality and mental balance near­ 
ly two miles above the earth —with the 
slightest mismovement spelling awful 
death—I pulled myself together again 
and made a final desperate effort tc 
cross the 10,000 mark. 
It was impossible for me to know 
whether I had succeeded or not. 
The 
last few feet were such a bitter strug­ 
gle 
up 
and 
down, 
up and 
down, 
through the thin air that 1 could not 
look at the barograph and indeed could 
not see the line the one time I did try. 
Finally, utterly exhausted and numb 
both in body and mind, I gave up the 
struggle and turned the nose of the 
Blériot toward the earth. 


The Drop to Earth. 


I hare no words to describe that de­ 
scent. 
It would sound like the veriest 
drivel if I should try, H r only a man 
trained to repression of superlatives 
could give an idea of its horrors w ith­ 
out m aking it seem like silly exaggera­ 
tion. 
Every 
reader 
has 
probably 
gone 
dow*n fifteen or tw enty floors in an ex 
press elevator. 
Do you remember how 
dizzy and sick at the stomach it tnadt- 
you ? 
My descent was made at the rah* of j 
a vertical mile in about two minutes ■ 
while I was traveling horizontally at | 
the rate of seventy or seventy-five 
miles an hour. 
In other words, my 
vertical speed downward was about 
four times as fast as th at of the fast i 
est elevator, and I 
had the added 
strain of the tremendous horizontal 
momentum. 
The effect of this rapid descent is 
almost paralyzing. 
Those who have 
traveled under the new Pennsylvania 
railroad tunnels to New York have 
felt tlie effect of the pressure of air 
against the eardrums. 
This Is about 
one-tenth the effect that is made up n 
the ears when descending in an aero­ 
plane from a great height. 
In my 
case in coming down from 9,807 feet 
at my tremendous rate of speed my 
ears felt that they would burst, and 
the top of my head felt as though it 
would fly off at any moment. 
Added 
to this came the feeling of nausea, 
which grew* and grew until my head 
swam, and just for one moment I am 
sure I lost consciousness. 
This occur 
red, I should say. at a height of be 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 feet. 
Again, I had to bring all my self 
control to my rescue, but my nervous 
energy was ebbing fast, and I remem­ 
ber wondering how much longer I 
should be able to fight back the utter 
collapse that I knew wms coming soon. 
You must remember that all this 
was occurring when I had only an ap­ 
proxim ate Idea of how high above the 
earth I was and when I had absolute­ 
ly no idea of my geographical posi­ 
tion. 
A fter I had passed through the 
upper strata of clouds at a height of 
some 4,000 feet I had not again seen 
the earth except for little drifting 
patches of indistinct drab as I flew 
over the rifts in the vapor, and I did 
not knowr w hether I w as one mile or 
a hundred from Philadelphia. 
And 
now 1 w’as descending so fast and 
was so nearly helpless, both physical­ 
ly and mentally, that I could do noth­ 
ing except keep the Bleriot on the 
proper slant to give the best descent 
with the least possible strain. 


A stray In Skyland. 
My first sight of the earth as I drop­ 
ped from the lower fringes of the 
ctouds showed me that I w*as doomed 
to 
another 
disappointment. 
Not 
a 
sign of a city was in sight. 
Not a sin­ 
gle landmark that I had been told to 
look out for was. to be seen. 
Instead 
there were farm land and forest, plow­ 
ed f|elds and orchards and nowhere so 
muen as a smooth meadow fit for me 
to alight upon without smashing up. 
For the third time I saw Death, as 
It were, sitting grinning on the gaso­ 
line tank in front of mo. 
My head 
swar.i, and again, with that awful 
feeling of nausea, I seemed to lose 
consciousness for a fleeting moment. 
Then the sight of a small field brought 
me back to my senses, and I circled 
again to come upon it from the best 
direction. 
Fortunately for me, I made a per 
feet landing. 
It was probably the in­ 
stinct that comes of long practice that 
kept me from smashing up on coming 
to the ground, for I know that my 
brain was no longer working and my 
muscles were Incapable of obeying a 
mental command. 
1 must have sat there helplessly In 
the machine for fully five m inutes, 
mumbling meaningless things to m y­ 
self, until I saw’ a woman coming to­ 
ward me. 
Then I stretched myself, 
half rose and sprawled rather than 
climbed down from my seat to the 
ground. 
But even then 1 could not 
stand without help. 
I found that I had landed in Ore 
land, about fourteen miles northwest 
of my starting point In Philadelphia. 


The After Effect. 
Later came the dismaying announce 
ment that a test of my barograph (a 
rough reading of which had showed 
approximately 9,970 feet) gave me only 
a little more than 9,400 feet. 
But the 
officials of the Aero Club of Pennsyl­ 
vania, under whose auspices the flight 
had been made, were sure th at a mis­ 
take had been m ade somewhere and

To the indefatigable and gener­ 
ous efforts of this official we owe the 
fact that the final official reading of 
9,897 feet v a s given after testa to 
which no barograph had ever beeq 
subjected before. T hat was the world's 
record for only a short time, for a day 
or two later came Legagneaux’s won­ 
derful feat, when he ascended, 10,499 
feet and made it impossible for me to 
realize my fond hope of being the first 
man to pass the 10,000 mark.

Mexico City , Aug. 3.—The Mexican 
m inister of the interior, Emilo Vas- 
q uez Gomez, has resigned his position 
in the cabinet. Gomez declared that he 
was forced to resign by President De 
La Parra, who demanded that the res­ 
ignation be handed in immediately . 
Gomez said President De La Barra is president and M rs. H a rrv M atlock 
“represents the conservative tenden- 
, 
. 
. * . 
cies or the Diaz regime, while I stand 1 ls 
ot the organization, 
for revolutionary ideas.” 
This was the first public evidence 
of a lack of harmony between the De 
La Barra and the Madero and Gomez 
combination, and has created a sensa­ 
tion in the city . It is said the req uest 
for the resignation of Gomez is the 
first of a num ber of moves that De La 
B arra will m ake to show that he is 
president in fact as well as In name. 
It shows conclusively that the presi­ 
dent is not considering the -wishes of 
the revolutionary party . 
A successor 
to Gomez has not been named. 
There is danger of another revolu­ 
tion. W hen it became known that Go­ 
mez intended to resign a group of his 
friends, 
including 
many 
influential 
men, among them generals who were 
in the recent revolution, called upon 
De La B arra and protested against his 
acceptance of the resignation. 
They 
declared th at if Gomez were not re­ 
tained in the cabinet they would im­ 
mediately start trouble. 
The delega­ 
tion appeared extremely agitated and 
used strong language. 
They said that 
If another were substituted for Gomez 
they would at once start another rev­ 
olution. 
W hen the delegation was in­ 
formed that Madero was cognizant of 
the move against Gomez and con­ 
curred in it they said that they did not 
recognize Madero as their leader. The 
revolution against Diaz was not start­ 
ed by Madero, they said, hut by them, 
and their purpose was to oust Diaz. 
It is admitted on all sides that the 
De La Barra government has arrived 
at a crisis that will test its strength. 
The followers of Gomez believe that 
Madero is behind the move and that 
he wishes to eliminate Gomez and his 
brothers from participation in the gov­ 
ernment. 
There is much anxiety in 
the city , as it is feared that the threats 
made by the Gomistas will he carried 
out, resulting in rioting if not actual 
battle in the city . 
Troops have been 
sent to guard the national palace and 
the Chapultepec castle.
